Theoretically the interests of these 
men should be identical or harmon- 
ious, but practically as yet this is 
not always the case. There is a lack 
of harmony growing inevitably, it 
would seem, out of present condi- 
tions. In the dim past, the lord uf 
the manor sat in his castle with his 
halbardiers and cross-bow men al- 
ways at hand; the serfs tilled the 
lands and supported the castle am) 
its retainers: if there was anything 
left they got a portion of that. In 
the slow progress of civilization the 
lords moved into the cities, where 
with more thorough organization 
they ruled with greater ease, or at 
least with less open violence; tin 
armed men were largely dispensed 
with, and the King s lords and 
clergy made laws and police to in- 
force them. The common people re- 
mained outside in the open country, 
tillers of the soil, still retaining a 
portion of what was left after all the 
others were satisfied. 

Roughly speaking, although 
have had great improvements in the 
condition ot the masses, this relati 
condition to a considerable extent 
prevails. The reasons are not far 
to seek. The cities 
pact organizations: 
body, they naturally have the best of 
what is obtainable— the bes 
the best of all known appl* 
utility aud convenience. The city 
must be supported by the land, as out 
of the earth must come all supplies 
of necessity, convenience or luxury. 
It is natural, therefore, that the city 
man desires to get at least the neces- 
sities as cheaply as possible: this is 
the logic of the situation, and be 
cannot evade it if he would. 

The country man, by reason of his 
isolation and want of compact organ- 
ization, is at atremendous disadvant- 
age in the competition that natur- 
ally ensues. Unorganized and unin- 
telligent forces having to face com- 
pact organizations of^ greater intelh- 

It is not to 
be denied that progress has been 
made in the way of betterment in 
the life of the average man, and I 
think the future is radiant with bO| e 
for still further improvement in his 
behalf. That this average man has 
not sooner come into his own is large- 
ly his own fault, especially is this 
true of the man in the country. He 
has failed to keep pace with the 
advancing intelligence of his age. 
He has neglected his schools as com- 
pared with residents of the cities. 
The annual average amount for edu- 
cational purposes per pupil, expend- 
ed bv towns and cities throughout 
the country exceed $31, while for the 
country pupil it is $13, the average 
country man handicaps his boy or 
girl to the extent of 118 per head an- 
nually,' as against the city boy or 
girl. Small wonder that they cannot

Kentucky. I think every farmer 
crawling on hands and knees over his 
onion beds in the hot sun, or plod- 
ding through his corn rows, or tobac- 
co beds, has a middleman or two 
perched upon his shoulders. He has 
a vague ideathat something is wrong, 
but is at a loss to know what it is. 
For every dollar he gets for his prod- 
ucts, there is another dollar absorb- 
ed by the middleman, camped be- 
tween him and the ultimate consum- 
er. We could do without this mid- 
dleman almost entirely. But in or- 
der to attain this end. the country 
man must be able to "see over his 
shirt collar," and further ahead 
"than the end of his nose," to do it 
effectually. He must have schools, 
and to do it quickly he must have the 
best schools, and he cannot have the 
needed schools without cost. The 
question therefore confronting the 
country man, sharply and definitely, 
is whether he and his children prefer 
to continue being exploited by the 
city man or whether he will resolve 
to have schools for his children good 
enough to prepare them for meeting 
on favorable ground the organized 
forces of the cities. He can have his 
choice and by this choice he will rise 
or fall relatively in the scale of well 
being. Now, farmers and fellow 
citizens of the country, which shall 
it be for vou? 

From time immemorial it has been 
the custom of educators to head all 
children of both city and country for 
the college or university, regardless 
of the fact that scarcely one in a 
hundred of them would get beyond 
the high school, and a very limited 
number beyond the eighth grade. 
But a better day is at hand for the 
average boy and girl; they will not 
all anymore be forced to study Greek 
and Latin, for which they are not 
likely to have the slightest use. 

It ii all right of course for those 
who expect and are able to go on to
